The action of Rumania in the matter, 
intervening as she did at a moment when 
Bulgaria was beset on all sides by en- 
emies, can never be forgotten or for- 
given. To say, as Rumania had virtual- 
ly said, that in intervening as she did 
she Was acting in the best interests of 
Bulgaria, was, in his opinion, something 
which every fair-minded man must 
reprobate. 

Rumania, he said, had waited until the 
battle had been fought, until the com- 
batants had fought almost to a stand- 
still, and then when she had nothing to 
lose and everything to gain, she inter- 
vened to dictate peace on her own terms. 

Bulgaria did not desire any cessation 
of hostilities. He would ask those who 
thought so to remember.that it was not 
Julgaria who asked for this at the con- 
ference at Bucharest, but Rumania, who 
practically insisted on its conclusion. 
The fact was that both Greece and Servia 
were in a difficult position and had prac- 
tically come to the end of their resources. 
knew this but recognized that 
could only gain her ends, the achieve- 
ment of the Baltchik-Turtukai line, 
bringing of a final nature to 
bear upon Bulgaria. 

Rumania, M. Minkow continued, speak- 
ing strongly, had virtually /allied 
itself with the Turks in setting aside the 
treaty of London. She had misled public 
opinion in England and in Europe, and 
she had by a clever piece oO! diplomacy 
which stood little to her credit, reaped 
the fruits of the labors of the other 
states. As far as Servia and Greece are 
concerned, Bulgaria can at least 
stand their attitude. They fought with 
us side -by side for 10 months against 
the Turk, and then they quarreled with 
us, but they quarreled fought 
openly, and they suffered loss as we suf- 
fered loss. But as to the 
marching into Bulgarian territory with 
much parade, moving up troops who had 
never fired a shot in battle and had 
never seen a Bulgarian in uniform, up to 
within a few kilometers of Sofia, and 
then claiming the fruits of other people’s 
victories, that was a picture which no 
man would desire to have to the credit 
of his country.

REVENUE. INCREASE 
IN THE FISCAL YEAR

MELBOURNE, Vic.. Aus.—The 
ment of commonwealth revenue and ex- 
penditures for the financial vear ended 
June 30, shows a total revenue of £2}.. 
878,126. and expenditure of £21,665,475, 
the latter amount including payments - 
states of £6,119.930. The surplus tor 
the year is therefore £212,651, which, 
added to the surpluses of the two pre- 
ceding years, gives an accumulated sur- 
plus of £2,474,323 placed jn trust funds 
as provision for subsequent years, 

The revenue has exceeded the amount 
estimated by £1,456,126, and the amount 
actually expended was £1,018,066 less 
than was anticipeted. The revenue from 
customs amounted to £15,536,606, being } 
an increase of £826,407 over the revenue 
for 1911-12. The postal revenue was 
£4215,507, an increase of £298,908 over 
the previous year. 

The inerease in the postal revenue was 
contributed to by all the states with the 
exception of South Australia, in which 
there Was a decrease of nearly £4000.

OME scattering leaves of interesting 

history appear in the Century Mag- 
azine under the caption “American Mak- 
ers of the New Japan.” The writer, Wil- 
liam Elliott Griffis, proceeds to show how 
much American influence had to do with 
the opening of Japan. Like a man open. 
ing an exposition Commodore Matthew 
C. Perry “touched the button that set 
in operation the waiting wheels of a 
century or more of interior inteilectua! 
preparation.” Millard Fillmore, United 
States President, organized the Perry ex- 
pedition sent out in 1852. The American 
flag on Dutch ships had already been 
mirrored in Nagasaki bay in 1798, but 
when Wells Williams in the ship Morri- 
son sailed from Hongkong to return some 
stranded Japanese in 1837 he was 
driven awaye from Uraga with cannon. 
Yet from these waifs he picked up the 
language and translated the Gospel into 
Japanese, It was he who acted as Perry’s 
interpreter in 1852 and proposed the 
“favored nation” clause in the treaty. In 
1848 Ranald MacDonald had put himself 
ashore from an American ship and be- 
came the first teacher of English in 
Japan. He was promptly imprisoned for 
breaking the barriers forbidden to the

PERHAPS the most interesting, if not the most 
important, feature of the conference of gov- 
ernors, in session at Colorado Springs, Col., 
Conference this week, is the evidence it has to offer of 
| sustained interest. It was freely predicted 
ot | when the idea of holding these annual gath- 
| erings was first advocated that they would 
cease to have interest either for the gov- 
ernors or for the public after the first or sec- 
ond meeting. That the present is the sixth 
of the series, that it is attended by representatives from twenty-five 
states, that it receives recognition from the national adminrstration, 
that the topics on its program are all of immediate concern to the 
public, and that its discussions reveal thoughtful and earnest study 
on the part of those engaging in them, are facts sufficient to refute 
any such assumption. There was unquestionably a place for these 
conferences in the economy ‘of popular government, and it would 
seem as if the present gathering would greatly influence a general 
acknowledgment of their usefulness. Coordination of thought and 
action, unification of national sentiment, interchange of opinion 
between the states and the sections, in a federated democracy such 
as this, are ends very much to be desired, and the annual conference 
of governors seems to afford at least one convenient and effectual 
vehicle by which these ends may be attained. 

As illustrations, the three most important questions broached 
at the first meeting of the present conference might be offered. 
They were rural credits, extension of reclamation projects, and a 
proposal for a summer national capital. These have been discussed 
up and down the nation pretty thoroughly for the last few years, 
but it cannot be said that anything like a fixed public sentiment with 
regard to any one of them prevails throughout the Union. Rural 
credits particularly concern one quarter, reclamation another, the 
summer capital proposal has interest for all, as something out of the 
common but far in the distance; yet these are questions that must 
be settled finally, if settled rightly, through common understanding 
of their merits by the whole people, and through the creation and 
establishment of a national conviction. 

These, as we say, are merely illustrations. There are scores 
of questions upon which all the people of the republic should have 
clear and compact information such as can come to them only 
through an awakened state and local interest in general affairs. The 
people of the United States mist be encouraged to think broadly, ‘to 
think nationally, 1n order that great problems of the present and 
of the future may be wisely and righteously solved. They must 
come together in treer discussion than 1s possible in legislative halls. 
For the present it would seem that the annual assembling of the 
states, through their popularly elected executives, affords the most 
available medium of family consultation and cooperation looking to 
the carrying through of those measures for the common welfare 
‘hat are pressing the hardest upon consideration. 

We believe only good can come from conferences which assemble 
in the family spirit and with the uplift of the family as the main 
point in view. ‘

Excuse is sought for this 
a _|; in the alleged impossibility of preventing 
great numbers of children congregated in one 
place from destroying grass and foliage, but this is not a plea that 
should be put torward by boards or individuals engaged not only 
in the education but in the cultivation of youth. It is true that 
school buildings are often provided with inadequate yards, and it 
is admittedly the case that the smaller the yard in proportion to-the 
school attendance the more difficult it is to maintain it in a pre- 
sentable condition; but this very fact should act as an incentive to 
nore vigorous work on the part of those who are engaged in urging 
upon the authorities the need of better sites and better surroundings 
in all new schoolhouse construction. 

Women of the neighborhoods in which schools are located can 
be useful in bringing about better conditions in this respect in city, 
town and country. Not everything should be left to the school 
board. The parents of children cannot delegate to others duties 
to the community which they should properly assume themselves. 
One of the greatest defects in the public school system, and one 
keenly recognized by educators, is-that parents and others seem 
to shake off all responsibility tor the conduct of the schools when 
they pay their taxes for the support of these establishments or 
when they enroll their children in them. 

Responsibility should not end here. Mothers are peculiarly 
concerned in the public schools, in their work and in their influence, 
and women are peculiarly qualified to assist in bringing these up 
to the highest possible standard, and keeping them there, The 
school yard is deserving of just as much attention and solicitude 
as the home yard, and children should be taught early to be as 
thoughtful in their attitude toward the one as toward the other. 
Some of the most valuable lessons children learn do not come from 
books. ‘There are lessons to be learned in the school yard as well 
as in the schoolroom, Women’s neighborhood associations for the 
improvement and beautification of school yards would not only 
contribute toward the improvement of their communities, but very 
largely toward the improvement of the children of the communities, 

The cultivated boy and girl are as much needed in the United 
States today as those that are educated after the conventional fashion, 
Perhaps there is no greater need than that for young people who 
are at once educated and refined, No opportunity should be lost 
that will make for an improvement in youthful taste and culture, 
and better and more beautiful school surroundings will contribute 
greatly toward meeting this need, 
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THE PROVERBIAL STRAW which shows ‘the 
direction of the wind js, perhaps, more often 
overlooked in the field of international 
politics than anywhere else, yet nowhere 
else is it supposed to be more assiduously 
sought. Just such a straw is to be seen in 
the present attitude of Armenia toward 
Russia. It is daily becoming clearer that 
Armenia would be ready to welcome the 
intervention of Russia to save her from the 
unspeakable persecutions of the Turks and Kurds. Such a changed 
attitude, although it may be interpreted to mean many. things it cer- 
tainly does not mean, may be taken as an indication, significant 
indeed, of the terrible nature of the tyranny to which the Armenians 
are being subjected. 

+o any one who knows Armenia and her history, and who also 
knows Russia and her reputation, the proposal is at first sight inex- 
plicable. It is recognized that conditions must be desperate indeed 
which have compelled such a decision. That these conditions are 
desperate there is no room for doubt. That the existence of such 
conditions, and above all the callous suppression of the truth in regard 
to them, which has been carried on for months past, is something 
more than a disgrace to civilization cannot be denied, but that the 
remedy is to be found in St. Petersburg it is more than permissible 
to doubt. Ask an Armenian what he considers to be his greatest 
national heritage and he will answer, his church. It is at once his 
history and the common meeting ground of all his race; and his 
most devoted efforts tor centuries past. have been concentrated on 
the preservation of its integrity and freedom. This is a simple 
historic fact, and, as tar as the possible results of a Russian occupa- 
tion of Armenia are concerned, it is really the only fact that it 1s 
necessary to consider. 

It may be accepted that any attempt on the part of any power 
{o interfere with the Armenian church would at once rouse Armen- 
‘ans.as one man. It may be accepted that one of the first results 
of a Russian domination would be just this interference. It is again 
a simple matter of history that the Russian orthodox church 1s, to 
say the least of it, intolerant of divergence. ‘The methods of such 
crganizations as the “Union of Russian People’ will not bear inves- 
tigation for a moment, and whilst it is scarcely conceivable that the 
horrors of Kieff would be repeated in Armenia, nevertheless the 
tendency towards ecclesiastical tyranny 1s too well defined a charac- 
teristic of the Russian church to afford any hope that it would not 
be exercised in Armenia. Such a proposal promises, therefore, 
little in the way of a permanent settlement of the Armenian ques- 
tion. It is doubtful whether it would even relieve the situation tem- 
porarily.

Does the government issue a call for bids on armor for a new 


‘craft, the bids come in from nominal rivals but actual partners with 


precisely the same sums named. “The nation hopes to profit by corh- 
petition, but finds that competition does not exist when it comes to 
getting bids on armor plate. The few makers have an understand- 
ing as to bids, on terms that to them are more profitable than if 
they fought each other for the national business. They seem to 
reason that the government is helpless, so why be over-patriotic; a 
orofit isa pri ht, even at the people s expense, 

Of course, the obvious retort of vigilant and free people to 
this form of holdup is to start and to support an experiment in gov- 
ernmental manufacture of armament and armor. Secretary Dan- 
iels hints at this. But first he plans to break the “trust” by attacks 
flank and rear. Fortunately he seems to have a temperament that 
is both pugnacious and hopetul. He has mutch resiliency. He 
rebounds under rebuffs. Withal he is clever. Such men often 
arrive. 

But if he fails, what then? Given men of the same sort as 
those who have dug the Panama canal, endow them with the same 
measure of administrative authority and assure them the same sort 
of treatment while on their job, and they will build ships and make 
armor and cannon for the nation with equal economy, facility and 
honesty. This would diminish the drain on taxpayers and the strain 
on public officials subjected to the insidious pressure of the lobbyists 
of the armament ring, a circle that has its line of circumference 
running through Washington as well as London and Berlin. 
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MASSACHUSETTS, that led the country witha | 
railroad commission, though granting it only | 
limited powers, was somewhat tardy in creat- | 
ing a public utilities commission with sub- 
stantial power to act, as well as to advise, on 
matters affecting public interests. Forced by 
the pressure of public opinion and by the 
active championship of the cause by Governor 
Foss, the Legislature at its last session 
brought into being an instrument of social 
welfare like what has worked well in other commonwealths. Whether 
it will prove so beneficial in the Bay state is yet to be demonstrated : 
and much depends upon the action taken in the first cases coming 
before the new body and also upon the personnel of the force. For 
the vacancy in the commission that already has come, a Governor 
sincerely devoted to popular interests will scarcely name a mere 
politician, that is if the executive wishes henceforth to be taken 
scriously in the role 6f a reformer, 

Circumstances have so erdered it that one of the first cases 
coming before the commission for its approval has to do with the 
application of the New Haven_railroad for authority to borrow funds 
and to issue obligations therefor on terms satisfactory to the direc- 
ors and recently approved by a majority of stockholders yoting on 
the proposition, Already it is known that opposition to such 
authorization is to be voiced, and the commission has named a day 
for formal public hearings on the matter, More than that, its 
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own agents are busy accumulating facts concerning the condition of 
the road's treasury and general fiscal state. 

Appearances justify the belief that the case, so far as giving 
evidence and making argument are concerned, is to be fought in the 
open. For this the people of the state may well be grateful. But 
it is the decision that counts. Full pubheity as to tacts and figures, 
if conceded by journalistic sources of information or if embodied 
in the formal report of the commission, will enable the public to 
Leep abreast of the commissioners in the matter. Moreover the final- 
ity of the commissioners authority under the new law can hardly 
tail to have a beneficial effect. lhe commission will no longer he 
held down to an advtsory platitude, but rather will be free to give 
a quasi judicial decree that should go far to improve matters,

plans to “‘deal directly with the public” does not mean, of course, 
that he will take his position at the information window or at one 
of the gates. 
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Not even the United States in the days of 
its greatest expansion and growth was ever 
pressed more severely than is the Dominion 
of Canada now to create facilities for the 
gathering, storing and distribution of the 
products of its prairie provinces. The les- 
son of two years ago and its repetition ina 
somewhat modihed form last season, when 
millions of bushels ef its golden grain, 
because of a railroad and steamer blockade, 
were withheld from the market or torced upon the market at prices 
tar below the value of the cereal, has not been lost upon the national 
Or provincial governments nor upon the people. There has been 
put torward on all sides an energetic and intelligent effort to improve 
transportation, storage and dock tacilities so as to prevent further 
congestion and to insure a free tlow of western products toward 
both seaboards. 

Reverting momentarily to the material progress of the mag- 
nificent stretch of territory lying between Ontario and the Rocky 
mountains, is there not something in the Monitor’s despatch of 
Wednesday from Ottawa dealing with this subject that recalls the 
peopling of the transmissouri? In that despatch the readers of this 
newspaper are told in the most matter-of-fact manner that the 
nopulation of Saskatchewan from 1901 to 1911 increased 439.48 
per cent, and that the rate of increase during the last two years has 
been greater still. Even more striking are the figures from two of 
Saskatchewan's infant industrial communities—Saskatoon and Moose 
Jaw. The first ot these, in the 1901-1911 period, increased in 
population 105.23 per cent, but this seems but a small gain when 
Some 
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compared with Moose Jaw’s increase of 787.23 per cent. 
such reports might have come from the Sierra Nevadas in the Argo- 
laut days, or from Cheyenne or Julesburg during the construction 
of the Union Pacific railroad; but we are quite certain that, with 
all the romance attending their early growth, neither Omaha, Kan- 
sas City nor Denver reached Moose Jaws percentage of increase. 
These Saskatchewan communities are now brought into unusual 
prominence by reason of the fact that immense grain elevators are 
planned for them as part of the comprehensive program for the 
accommodation of the ever-increasing yield of the western wheat 
fields. Similar enterprises are projected or under way at other 
noints in the three great cereal provinces. More than this, railroad 
construction, eastwardly, northeastwardly, westwardly and north- 
westwardly, is being pushed with extraordinary vigor. Canada is 
striving not only for more direct routes to the two oceans, but for 
shorter ones. On one hand her engineers are making tor ports on 
the north Pacific, on the other for ports on Hudson bay. And all 
his expenditure of thought, labor and capital is absolutely. necessary. 
The wheat acreage of Canada today is 9,516,000; what it may be 
tomorrow is unknown, for the Canadian is as tull of surprises as 
the United States West. But that there are to be tremendous 
increases in production in western Canada during the next ten years 
is as certain as that Canada must be untiring in its efforts to pro- 
vide adequate facilities for the handling of it to the profit of the

Next té going to and coming home from it, perhaps the most delight- 
ful hours in the simple lives of the pioneer settlers of the United 
States were those spent in the singing school. This is said advisedly. 
If going to the singing school was a joy in the old days, and return- 
ing from it a delight, participation in its exercises was tinctured 
with the flavor of both experiences. It was that happy interval in 
which there was satisfaction in looking either backward or torward. 

It is sincerely to be hoped that Prof. Peter \WW. Dykema, who 
is to assume charge of the school of music in the University of 
Wisconsin with the opening of the next term, will persist in his 
intention to revive the old-time singing school in all the commu 
nitiés of the state. Our despatches have it that it 1s his idea to bring 
the old custom back, with the view of making it an instrument for 
the development of social life in the rural districts. And with this 
announcement comes the cheering information that behind his project 
will be the influence of the extension division of the university. 
Classes. we are told, will be formed and courses of instruction will 
be given in towns making application. There will be the usual 
stipulations as to qualifications for entrance to those classes, such 
as voice testing; but this will not matter. As in the past, so in the 
future, many of those who are denied the privilege of admission to 
the schools cannot be denied the privilege of escorting, or beimng 
escorted by, those who are fortunate enough to command this 
privilege. 

Seriously, anything that makes for the social advancement of 
rural life. should be welcomed, and doubly welcome should be the 
revival of a custom that did much toward making the agricultural 
districts and the villages and sniall towns agreeable to youth in the 
old days. 
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
